TATTOOS! 

INTERVIEW WITH 

LAL HARDY 
ONE OF LONDONS 

FINEST... 

How did you: first get into tattooing?, what made you 
decide to choose this as a career? 

I got into tatooing around the age of fourteen when 
a couple of mates at school got tattooed, I liked 
the idea of putting pictures on peoples skin, it was 
then I decided I wanted to be a tattooist. I started tattooing with machines 
about three years after that. I really love tattooing and meeting all the 
different types of people who get them, I'm not in it to make loads of cash, as 
anyone who's been to my shop will know it's not the easiest place to find, the 
only people who turn up are those who want quality tattooing - I could of j’nst 
of easily opened on a main road and be content with doing rush work# To me 
it's important to try and give the customer the type of design they require, 

I also play music for the customers (for any skins coming down there's plenty 
of Oii, Punk, Tio-tone, Ska etc.,). 

Do you specialise in any particular style of tattooing or does your style of work 
vary? 

I can do any style of work customers want from Tribal, Japanese, Traditional, 
Realistic, Cartoons anything - I dorit do anyone style, these tattooists that 
do one style only piss me right off - you've got to cater for all tastes, you 
can't do bold work with a single needle or fine work with thick needled lines 
so, it pays to be versatile. 

Are there any laws on where you CANNOT tattod? 

No - you can tattoo anywhere , I don't tattoo the face or the 'privates' l 
Are there any places where you will not tattoo? 

As I said in the last answer I wouldn't tattoo anyones face, I don't really want 
the responsibility, what we do when we are young can affect us in later life 
greatly, and I don't think I’d want to walk round like that myself so I don't 
do it to others. 

Most of the face work you see is crap all t h e same designs and done feadly - two 
of the main culprits doing this work in London in the early eighties were just 
faggots doing it for sexual kicks - I wonder how many of the youngsters they 
encouraged to get tattooed face« are regretting it now. 

Do you think there should be a standard that all tattooists should have to work 
to? 

It sounds like a good idea to have a standard tattooists should work to, but 
it would be impossible to implement because it's a free country so you're 
free to choose who does your tattoo - if someone was there to recommend you 
they may be mates with a bad tattooist or take a bribe and reccommend a shit 
bag. It amazes me how many people come in my shoja with poor tattoos and start 
slagging the bloke who did them I mean one bad tattoo I can understand but to 
keep going back makes no sense.

O.W. Have you had any trouble from the 
White Noise club or the N F since 
leaving them? 

Ken Yes we did have some hassle from 
them but it's all been sorted out 
now they tried to give us a bit 
of grief - they got a few gigs 
called off, in fact, they tried 
to spoil the Skrewdriver gig in 
Sweden. The NF say they have 
purged the party of skinheads, but 
in fact the skinheads have purged 
themselves of the NF because they 
were milking us dry. The money I've 
made now since leaving the NF from 
gigs!! We made I thousand pounds 
on the Door in a little pub like 
'The Star' but I never saw that much 
with the NF - £80 or £100 maybe, 
at the most. 

O.W. Have you any more gigs planned in 
'The Star'? 

Ken No, I'm sorry to say, because there 
was quite a lot of damage done last 
time we played there - some mugs 
ripped the phone off the wall. 

O.W. What do you think about so called 

skinheads who wreck venues like that 

Ken I've got mo time for people like 

that. They are just mugs and spoil 
it not only for themselves but for 
the bands and everyone else, people 
like that make me laugh because *ne 
minute they are smashing the places 
up and 
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the next minute they are complaining to us 
because we don't do enough gigs, but how the 
fuck can we play when cunts like them are 
make it hurder and harder for us to find venues 
to play at. 

0. W. HE AH HEAR we totally agree with you Ken, 

What do you think of the Blood and Honour 
scene? 

Ken Most definitely what most of the bands wanted and needed far a long time 
it's about time we made money from our records, T-shirts etc, and not 
some other cunts lining their pockets with our hard earned money* 

The days of being ripped off are hopefully over, by the likes of the 
White noise club which I on ted worked for must of made thousands and 
thousands from the likes of Skrowdriver etc*, a few examples are ; 

White noise were buying our L*P.s for £2.50 and selling them for £7.50 

and I saw thousands going through that bookshop and the biggest joke of all 

was one of the White Christmas gigs, when just over 500 people turned up 
each paying £3*00 to get in, and Pat Harrington turned up in a cab from 
his house and collected the takings from the door, then paid the bands 
£100 each and pocketted the rest of the money and fucked off home. 

O.W. Well it sounds that your well pleased to be rid of the corrupt White 

noise club and it sounds that your well happy with the Blood and Honour 
set up? 

Ken Yer we’re well happy because Blood and Honour are by the bands for the 
bands and none of us are going to irip each other off. 

A slight pause while Paxo and Ken go to see a man about a dog. Ken reappears 

after a few minutes but there is no sign of Paxo "He's more litely fighting his 
way up to the bar" says Kenl! 

I*aul decided to take over the interview until Paxo returned asking Ken questions 
like 'is it true you are playing with Bruce Springsteenat Wemblgr for fives nights 
nights next month?' Ken says 'No it's six nights' 111 

Next question 'Where did you get that love bite from' 

Ren 'Your girlfriend' (Everyone cracks upll) 

O.W. Seriously, what is your favourite song off your set at the moment and 
what has been your most enjoyable recent gig? 

Ken Well, my best song is personally European Unity which is written by Mark 
Cross. My best gig is when we returned after a year and we played at 
the Amersham Arms, we did 8 of our new numbers except for return of St 
George and the crowd went mental and seemed to love our new numbers 
as much as most of our old material. 

More and more people start to gather around and the interview slowly starts to 
break down with people shouting questions and everyone starts taking the piss 
out of each other and Ken shouting piss off it's my bleeding interview but no-one 
seems to t .ke much interest

We left Hackney around 12.30, and made our way up 
Carnaby St, we had planned to get to the Store 
about l/4 past one because we had been told the 
pub was going to be open until four!

Between the 3 year gap we have put out 2 
-12" e.ps and a few tracks on various 
compilation L.ps so we haven't been doing 
nothing. The thing is Condemned play a 
fair few gigs in a year and only practice 
once a week for 2^ hours, most practices are 
taken up with playing the set before a gig.

Kev. At tie moment its remaining pretty steady gig attendances are 
always around the same depending on where you are playing.

I leet I must write this tetter as I'm getting rather passed off to My the least at the 
number ol Idiots who attend the relHes at present, especially the Nazi boneheads' I 
c all them boneheads' because that's what they are I wouldn't want to tosult the skinhead 
movement because the ma|orlty of proper skinheads attend rallies on scooters and 
don't portray racial haired in the farm of South African Nazi party logos on black flying 
jackets or symbols adopted by their Blood and Honour groups such as Screwdriver. 
I'm fed up by these boneheads sieg helling In pubs and then throwing CS gas into them 
and ramming their political views down my throat.

just a note to reply to Pete from Birmingham's letter in your June 
issue Firstly I would like to agree with him on several points - yes. 

I too am fed up with 'Sieg Heiling’ in pubs, CS gas. NF daubed on walls, 
etc., etc. But I 'would also like to point out to Pete that I know many 
right-wing skins who are scooter- riders and have been so for many 
years. They don't mouth off or poke their views down people's throats 
or chant 'Sieg Heil’ every ten minutes, and they keep their views to 
themselves. 

Tb answer Pete’s view on the 'Desmond Dekker affair’ — I was at 
Yarmouth and know for a fact that 'that night’ was organised by the 
NF and some of its associates Irom outside scootering. Disregarding 
that point for a moment, if I remember rightly there was 'security' 
at that do. Where was it? 

As for daubing NFon walls, etc., anybody 'in the know' will tell 
you that National Socialist bands parted company with the NF some 
time ago, as the NF ripped them off, so any skins that write NF on 
walls, etc., are either stupid or don't really understand what s going 
on within that particular ‘skinhead music scene'. 

I think that if skins choose to wear patches of any description 
they should not be troubled for it. After all. plenty of scooterists wear 
•Redskins' T-shirts and listen to reggae, which Is sometimes racialist 
(claiming black supremacy, etc ). The Redskins’ political views are 
well known but no-one shouts about that. What’s the difference 
between extreme right or left wing? I for one am totally against 
communism, so I may find Redskin badges, etc. 'offensive^ in the same 
way Pete feels about 'Blood & Honour' patches. 

Finally I would just like to add that I have attended over twenty 
rallies, but I am still a skinhead first. I don't take drugs (except brown 
ale), don't sniff glue and don't beat up, shout at or abuse blacks, 
yellow, whites, grannies, casuals, etc., unless they start on me first, 
which I think is being reasonably democratic. Remember. Pete, there 
is good and bad in every 'youth faction’ and the way some of the 
skins (particularly northern ones) were acting at Scarborough 
recently was terrible.

I enjoy being w|jat I am and. most importantly, I listen to what 
I want to and support whatever cause I choose.

well-known and that the UDA has had speakers at 
some gigs. The anti-fascist monthly Searchlight 
reports that Ulster has been a target area for the 
White Noise movement And Skrewdriver, in a 
‘skinzine’ interview, remarked, 'We hope to play in 
Ulster soon, a gig for the loyalist prisoners with 
the UDA.' 

Violence and racial hatred are also a hallmark of 
the video seen by Cftv Limits 'Right — this is for 
everybody that done the Redskins at Jubilee 
Gardens. It’s called Streetfight,’ announces a 




Skrewdriver member at. the gig. The same ban 
member pays tribute to 'the Chelsea Headhun 
— Chelsea’s notorious football 'supporters’. 

The video shows skinheads chanting 'Sieg H 
and giving Nazi salutes. This one,’ says a mei 
of No Remorse, 'is about the biggest lie in 
history — about the so-called six million Jews i 
were supposed to be gassed.’ One day, he add 
‘we will see National Socialism all over Europ 

Skrewdriver, formerly associated with the 
National Front, have now left, after a dispute 
White Noise over their royalties. Skrewdriver 
publish ‘Blood and Honour,’ (The Independei 
Voice of Rock Against Communism’) which 
openly lays into the White Noise Club run b) 
Patrick Harrington and NF Chairman Derek 
Holland, while promising to follow 'National 
Socialism, and its great martyr Adolf Hitler.’ 

Andrew St John told City Limits that he w 
not stock albums by No Remorse, adding thai 
there are only 'probably two to three hundred 
and out fascists in this country.’ 

But the 'skinzines' suggest the bands are do 
very well indeed. The Truth at Last!' reports 
Rock-o-Rama has signed up Skrewdriver, Brut 
Attack, No Remorse and Sudden Impact to 
produce two albums and two singles a year.
